the league of nations and his course during the war." 


While, therefore, the tax commission is strictly out of poli- 


tics yet .the tax commission is strictly against La Toilette's posi- 
tion on the league of nations, 


• And let's look into this a little more. Is the tax commission 


really out of politics? Or is it out of a CERTAIN KIND of 
politics'.' 


When the big business interests and the profiteers of the com- 


munity were arranging the scenery to send that stealing champion 
of Americanism, the Hon. Jim Monahan, to Congress, were Mr. 
Haugen and Mr. Myrland maintaining that sweet air of indif- 
ference with which they are now seeking to clothe the ta.x com- 
mission? 
Was the tax commission out of politics then? And 


are Mr. Haugcn and Mr. Myrland particularly proud of the brand 
of politics they played in ba.cking the ''political hypocrisy that 
was engineered at that time? 


Perhaps Mr. Haugen and Mr. Myrland can also explain the

troversy that has broken around the figure of the secretary of 
the navy through the carefully staged production of the Sims 
letter.

profits on the manufacture of powder. Daniels believes that a 
country should manufacture as much as possible those things 
which it will need in conducting a war. 


There has always been a community of interest, amounting 


at times to a scandal, between the professional navy caste and 
the munition and armament makers. Only a few years back it 
was proven that many retired na,vy officers were on the pay- 
rolls of various armament makers. 


We suspect that the present furore that has been raised 


over the Sims letter is actuated more by a desire to injure Dan- 
iels than to serve the best interests of the country. The stag- 
Ing of the Sims letter episode, with the arch.reactionaries in the 
senate apparently knowing all about the affair, will not help li> 
dissipate this suspicion.

We trust that the country will get full information in this 


matter before reaching any hasty conclusion. It is well to an- 
aliz« the forces that seek to destroy men in public life who are 
imbued with democratic ideals.
